The Boylan law, which is now oper- 


ative throughout New York State, pro- 


hibits the sale therein, at retail, of 
opium and all derivatives as well as 
chloral and all preparations contain- 


ing the same, outside of certain speci- 
fied domestic and proprietary prep- 
arations, except upon prescription and 


compels the use of official order 
blanks, furnished by the State De- 
partment of Health and by local 


health departments and officers when 
buying these narcotics for wholesale 
or retail resale. This law was en- 
acted at the close of March and was 


signed by the Governor early in April. 
The Governor of this State vetoed, 
however, the Frawley heroin-cocaine 


act, which sought to place heroin in 
the same category as cocaine so far 
is restricting and regulating its sale 
was concerned, Proprietary remedy 


interests have expressed their opposi- 


tion to the enforcement of the new 
Philippine pharmaceutical regulations, 
Which were adopted in the form of 
an act of the third Philippine Legis- 
lature at a special session early in 
the year, but which did not become 
zenerally known jin the United States 
until they were made public in April 
by the Bureau of Insular Affairs of 
the War Department. These regula- 
tions, which became effective July 1, 


seek to compel the labeling of all me- 
cicinal products, even when of the 
so-called “secret-formula” character, 
with the formulas, qualitatively and 
quantitatively stated, “in the lan- 
guage, descriptions and abbreviations 


used in the United States Pharma- 
cepoeia or other accepted pharmaco- 
poeias or formularies,” as a_ prere- 


quisite to offering such goods for sale 
in the Philippines. Only the pre- 
scriptions representing the private 
formulas of legally qualified physicians 
practicing in the Philippine Islands 
are exempted from this requirement. 

The abolition of the “guarantee 
legend” was ordered in two Food In- 
spection decisions, issued by the Sec- 
retaries of Agriculture, Commerce and 
the Treasury, which were sent out 
from Washington, D. C., at the close 
of May and early in June. These de- 
cisions commanded at first the aboli- 
tion on and after May 1, 1915, but later 


on and after May 1, 1916, of the use 
of the so-called “guarantee legend’ 
on the labels of all food and drug 
products, but permitted the use vol- 
untarily at once of individual or per- 
sonal guarantees of manufacturers on 
their bills of sale, invoices or other 
locuments, provided that such per- 
sonal guaranties are signed by the 
manufacturers. The New’ York cus- 
tom collector's notification to export- 
ers of drugs and medicines on the 
subject of opium and cocaine ship- 


ments was issued early in May, in ac- 
cordance with authority conferred 
upon him by the Treasury Department, 
which, in turn, has obtained its 
authority from the 1914 opium aet. 
In this notification it was stated that 
exporters of opium and cocaine prod- 





ucts are requested to make applica- 
tion in writing for permission to ex- 
port these goods before they are of- 
fered for shipment and that exporters 
of drugs and medicines which do not 
contain these narcotics must state so 
on their shippers’ or part manifests, 
when presented for verification at the 
collector's office. Instead of granting 
specific permission in each instance

Indigo Paste. 

The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers sustained the protest of the Bad- 
isch Company, New York, in regard to the 
classification of indigo paste derived from 
artificial indigo by the use of bromine or 
chlorine. It was classified by the collec- 
tor at 30 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 15, act of 1909, as a coal-tar color, 
but was claimed by the importers to be 
dutiable at % cent a pound under para- 
graph 25, as indigo paste. Following the 
recent decision of the United States Court 
of Customs Appeals of Klipstein vs. 
United States (T. D. 33936) the merchan- 
dise was held dutiable as claimed under 
paragraph 25. : 


Mustard Seed Oil, 

The International Forwarding Company, 
Chicago, Lll., were overruled by the board 
in their claims for lower duty on importa- 
tions of mustard seed oil. It was held to 
be dutiable under the act of 199 as an ex- 
pressed oil under paragraph 3, at the rate 
of 25 per cent. ad valorem. The board’s 
decision holds that regardless of the tech- 
nical differences as to the method of pro- 
duction, the opinion of the chemist and 
other authorities, that the product is an 
expressed oil, must prevail for dutiable 
purposes, 

Saop-Cresol, 

Because the importer, L. F. Chalin, New 
Orleans, La., failed to make the right 
claim, the board sustained the collector 
in his assessment of duty on merchandise 
invoiced as saop-cresol, imported under 
the act of 1999. It was returned for duty

last year. There is hardly any trad- 
ing in fish scrap, as consumers feel 
that prices may go lower later on 
and they are hoping for an improve- 
ment in the fishing operations, Sul- 
phate of ammonia was a little firmer 
this week and advices from abroad 
<tate that there may be a combina- 
tion whereby English and German 
producers may work in harmony, and 
this would tend to eliminate some of 
the selling pressure which has pre- 
vailed so far this year Nitrate of 
soda is in moderate demand with 
prices quoted at very low levels. There 
is nothing new in potash salts and 
routine deliveries continue to be made 
Kor reports of the Baltimore, Chi- 
eazgo and Atlanta fertilizer markets 
refer to index on page 23. Detailed 
reports on the separate articles oft 
the local market follow: 


NITROGENOUS MATERIALS, 


CYANAMID.—A good inquiry is re- 
ported by sellers of cyanamid and 
sales for the past month are said to 
he considerably in excess of those for 
the corresponding period last year. 
Quotations for material analyzing 20 
@22 per cent. ammonia are $2.17% 
This refers to shipment in July. Au- 
gust and September shipments are 
quoted at $2.20 per unit of ammonia 
f. o. b. works. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE. 
There has been practically no change 
during the week in the market for 
dried blood and tankage. Demand from 
ill sections is reported to ‘be quiet 
and only comparatively small lots are 
moving. Stocks in sellers hands have 
increased somewhat, but are not 
not large enough to depress the mar- 
ket. Quotations for high grade tank- 
age are held at $2.60 and 10, while 
dried blood is unchanged at $2.90 
These quotations are f. 0. b. Chicago. 

FISH SCRAP.—Reports from the 
fishing centers state that the cateh 
nas improved a little, but is no bet- 
ter than normal and the total catch 
29 far this season is not regarded as 
very promising and the question of 
future prices remains in doubt. Sell- 
ers were reported to hold firmer 
views this week than they did ten 
days ago, but trading has not yet as- 
sumed large proportions, and unless 
a good supply of material reaches 
the market it is probable that con- 
sumption of this material will be con- 
fined to those brands of fertilizers in 
which fish scrap is a fixture. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONTA.—Re- 
ports from abroad state that there 
may be a combination formed among 
sellers of sulphate of ammonia in the 
United Kingdom. This would be of 
considerable importance to the trade, 
as such action undoubtedly would re- 
sult in higher prices for this impor- 
tant material. At present production 
of sulphate bids fair to exceed con- 
sumption. This is shown by the fact 
that exports of sulphate from the 
United Kingdom in the month of May 
were nearly 5,000 tons smaller than 
in the corresponding time last year. 
A firmer tone has been in evidence in 
domestic markets during the week, 
and while concessions were granted a 
few days ago sellers are now quoting 
ahout 5 to 10 points higher. Spot ma- 
terial is held at $2.55 per 100 pounds, 
and shipments over the last three 
months of the year are held at a pre- 
mium of 5c. over the spot figure. 
Buying has been along quiet lines 
but in some markets there has been a 
disposition to anticipate future re- 
quirements and any strength in the 
market is expected to result in a 
more active trading movement 

NITRATE OF SODA Reports from 
the West Coast indicate that the out- 
put of nitrate of soda is still large 
enough to leave a surplus when ecom- 
pared with consuming demand Do- 
mestic markets are quiet and prices 
are of an easy tendency with some re- 
ports current that spot material has 
been offered at $2.10 per 100) pounds 
The general quotations, however, is 
$2.12% per 100 pounds for spot materials 
and $2.10 for shipment. Ocean eights 
are holding steady which vor 
of a continuation of pres prices 
The spot market has felt the effe of 
the low prices quoted for sulp! 


ammonia and any improvement of the 
latter material probably would be re- 
flected in the market for nitrate of 
nla. A report from abroad in dis 
cussing the nitrate situation Says 
that taking advantage i reduction 
fF stocks, through deliveries, unac- 
companied by fresh ar ils, holders 
on the Continent aguin raised their 
limits at the end of last week, but 
the demand is quite mall, and spot 
nitrate in Hamburg, after being quoted 
¥.65m. per 50 kilos has, at the time ot 
writing, gone back to 955m. The mat 
ket remains fairly firm at Dunkirk, 
Where suppiies are running short, bu 
in Belgium it is weaker on account 
of relatively heavy stocks, the same 
state of affairs prevailing in the 
United Kingdom. Under the influence 
of a high temperature, the crops, es- 
peciaily those of sugar-beet, have made 
rapid progress, and little more of the 
Chilean fertilizer will be used this sea- 
son; We may mention, by the way, that 
notwithstanding the fall in prices it 
s altogether too dear compared with 
sulphate of ammonia, and agricultural 
consumers are perfectly aware of the 
fact Business for forward delivery 
is at a complete standstill, and while 
f. o. b. prices in Chile have nominally
